The Cuban forees, undor the Marquis
de 8inta Lucia, meditating an sttack on Puerto
Principe, had been uniting at & place ecalled
Nuranjo, about five leagues to the southeast «f
the former town, hall way between It and Gual-
maro, when their chist recelved Inf rmation
from aspy Just wrrived from Poerto Principe
that Gen Porillo he d become acquainted with
their movements, and ordered two eolumins out
to attack them.

Already these columns, under Brigadier Daa-
cones and Col. Armifan, were on the way. and
Santa Lucia at once gave orders for his foroes to
take up positions, woich In three bours were
strongly furtified vy trenchos dug by s newly
organized corps of sapperrs and miners. At the
same time an ofcer was despatched to a vil-
lage about twelve miles off, where Col. Romero
was walting for orders, to make an immediate
advance, and join the patriot troops at Naranjo,
